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WORLD  POULTRY  MEAT  AND  EGG  PRODUCTION 
FORECAST  TO  INCREASE  AGAIN  IN  1978 


Outlook  for  1978 

Preliminary  forecasts  for  poultry  meat  production 
in  38  of  the  world's  larger  producing  and/or  consum- 
ing nations  indicate  that  total  production  will  rise 
almost  5  percent  in  1978.  International  trade  of 
poultry  meat  is  also  forecast  to  increase. 

The  production  growth  follows  gains  of  5  percent 
in  1977  and  8  percent  in  1976.  Broiler  and  turkey 
production  are  each  forecast  to  increase  more  than  5 
percent;  production  of  meat  from  fowl  is  expected  to 
rise  around  3  percent.  Generally,  lower  feedgrain 
prices  around  the  world  have  encouraged  poultry  and 
pork  producers  to  continue  their  expansion.  While 
lower  beef  production  is  expected  to  partially  offset 
these  increased  meat  supplies,  availabilities  of  all 
meats  will  again  rise. 

Higher  production  of  poultry  meat  is  indicated  for 
all  regions,  with  the  smallest  gains  in  the  European 
Community  (2  percent)  and  the  United  States  (3 
percent).  The  largest  increase  is  forecast  for  the  USSR 
(8  percent)  followed  by  South  America  whose  6 
percent  gain  for  the  most  part  results  from  the  10 
percent  expansion  forecast  for  Brazil. 

Eg2  production  in  1978  in  the  38  countries  is 
forecast  at  317.7  billion  eggs,  2  percent  larger  than  in 
1977.  While  production  in  certain  countries  is  ex- 
pected to  decline  slightly,  increases  are  forecast  for  all 
regions-ranging  from  0.5  percent  in  the  EC  to  3 
percent  in  the  USSR. 

International  trade  in  poultry  meat  and  eggs  is 
expected  to  rise  again  principally  because  of  greater 
movement  to  Far  East  and  Mideastern  markets.  The 
United  States,  the  EC,  and  certain  East  European 
countries  will  probably  increase  their  shares  of  the 
international  market,  because  Australia  and  Finland 
are  attempting  to  reduce  the  subsidized  exports 
burdening  their  treasuries. 


Poultry  Meat  Supply  in  1977 


Poultry  meat  production  in  the  38  countries  under 
review  is  estimated  to  have  risen  5  percent  in  1977 
with  another  5  percent  increase  forecast  for  1978. 
This  represents  a  slowing  down  from  the  8  percent 
gain  in  1976.  The  largest  rise  occurred  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  where,  following  a  7  percent  drop  in  1976, 
production  bounced  back  with  a  14  percent  increase 
in  1977.  In  all  other  regions,  production  gains  were 
smaller  in  1977  than  in  1976,  and  the  forecast  for 
1978  is  for  a  further  slowing  down  in  the  rate  of 
growth  in  all  regions  except  South  America. 

Production  in  1977  was  made  up  roughly  of  70 
percent  broilers,  15  percent  fowl,  10  percent  turkey, 
and  5  percent  other  poultry  meat.  Broilers  accounted 
for  77  percent  of  poultry  meat  production  in  the 
United  States  and  68  percent  in  the  EC,  but  only  13 
percent  in  the  Soviet  Union.  Fowl  meat  production, 
on  the  other  hand,  represented  65  percent  of  poultry 
meat  production  in  the  Soviet  Union,  1 1  percent  in 
the  EC,  and  only  6  percent  in  the  United  States. 

The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  largest 
producer  of  poultry  meat  with  33  percent  of  the  total 
poultry  meat  produced  by  the  countries  reviewed  in 
1977.  Of  the  various  types  of  poultry  meat,  the 
United  States  produced  38  percent  of  the  broiler 
meat  and  56  percent  of  the  turkey  meat  produced  in 
the  38  countries.  Following  the  United  States  in 
production  of  total  poultry  meats  were  France,  Italy, 
Japan,  and  the  United  Kingdom.  Japan,  Spain,  Brazil, 
and  France  followed  the  United  States  as  the  world's 
largest  producers  of  broilers.  The  only  significant 
turkey  producers  in  addition  to  the  United  States 
were  Italy,  France,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Canada. 
These  five  countries  produced  88  percent  of  the 
turkey  meat  in  1977. 


World  trade  in  poultry  meat -dominated  by  the 
European  Community  and  the  United  States— con- 
tinued to  be  mostly  in  broilers  and  turkeys.  Of  the 
932,000  tons^  of  poultry  meat  exported  by  the  38 
countries  in  1977,  539,000  were  from  the  EC  and 
189,000  were  from  the  United  States.  However, 
about  two-thirds  of  EC  exports  reflect  intra-Com- 
munity  trade.  EC  exports  of  broilers  to  almost  all 
non-EC  countries  move  with  the  support  of  sizable 
subsidies— currently  15  UA/ 100  kg- $0.26  per  kg  on 
German  exports  and  $0.22  per  kg  on  exports  from 
Denmark. 

In  terms  of  individual  countries,  the  Netherlands, 
which  ranked  eighth  in  production,  is  by  far  the 
world's  leading  poultry  meat  exporter  with  1977 
exports  estimated  at  273,000  tons.  These  exports, 
which  included  83  percent  broilers  and  6  percent 
turkeys,  were  about  11  percent  greater  than  in  1976. 
U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  in  1977,  affected  toward 
year's  end  by  the  port  strike,  were  up  shghtly, 
although  a  10  percent  gain  in  broiler  exports  was 
nearly  offset  by  a  20  percent  decline  in  turkey 
exports.  Turkey  usually  accounts  for  around  one-fifth 
of  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports. 


Egg  Supply  in  1977 

Egg  production  in  1977  in  the  38  countries 
reviewed  is  estimated  to  have  reached  312  billion 
eggs,  about  2  percent  above  the  estimated  output  in 
1976.  Production  in  the  United  States,  which  has  21 
percent  of  the  production  reviewed,  remained  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year.  Japan,  with  10  percent, 
increased  production  about  1  percent;  Western 
Europe,  with  27  percent,  had  a  2  percent  production 
gain. 

The  only  countries  in  Western  Europe  to  deviate 
significantly  from  the  average  were  Spain  and  the 
Netherlands  whose  production  rose  8  and  7  percent, 
respectively.  In  Eastern  Europe  and  the  Soviet  Union, 
the  largest  production  gains  occurred  in  Hungary  (13 
percent)  and  the  Soviet  Union  (5  percent)  as  they 
recovered  from  production  losses  in  1976. 

Eggs  exports  from  the  38  countries  are  estimated 
to  have  risen  around  10  percent  in  1977.  The  greatest 
increases  were  in  North  America,  where  Canadian 
exports  more  than  quadrupled  and  U.S.  exports 
almost  doubled.  The  largest  net  exporters  continue  to 
be  the  Eastern  European  countries,  the  United  States, 
the  EC,  Finland,  Spain,  and  AustraUa.  Principal 
net  importers  are  the  countries  in  the  Far  East,  the 
Middle  East,  and  the  USSR.

Major  Producing  Countries 

UNITED  STATES.  Broiler  production  is  estimated 
to  have  risen  around  3  percent  in  1977.  It  would  have 
expanded  more,  but  for  extremely  cold  temperatures 
last  winter  and  abnormally  hot  weather  over  much  of 
the  country  in  late  spring  and  early  summer. 

Broiler  prices  were  lower  at  the  beginning  of  1977 
than  at  the  same  time  in  the  previous  year  but 
gradually  moved  upward  to  exceed  the  previous 
year's  prices  during  most  of  the  year.  This  relatively 
favorable  profit  situation,  and  producer  expectations 
of  lower  than  year-earlier  feed  prices,  are  likely  to 
result  in  continued  expansion  of  broiler  output 
during  January-June  1978.  If  feed  price  prospects 
remain  favorable,  producers  will  probably  expand 
production  further  in  the  second  half;  however,  even 
if  favorable  feed  prices  should  prevail,  larger  pork 
supphes  expected  during  the  last  half  of  1978  may 
affect  broiler  prices  and  consequently  production 
plans. 

Turkey  meat  production  in  1977  is  estimated  at 
about  3  percent  below  the  1976  output.  An  increase 
of  2  percent  in  production  of  heavy  breeds,  reflecting 
the  increased  demand  for  heavier  turkeys  for  further 
processing,  was  more  than  offset  by  a  26  percent 
decline  in  light  breeds.  Although  turkey  meat  produc- 
tion declined  in  1977,  per  capita  consumption  con- 
tinued at  about  the  same  level  as  in  1976  (9.2 
pounds),  as  both  exports  and  cold  storage  stocks 
declined. 

Turkey  prices  remained  strong  throughout  1977. 
New  York  wholesale  prices  for  ready-to-cook  turkeys 
averaged  around  3  cents  per  pound  above  1976  prices 
during  the  first  9  months  of  the  year  and  as  much  as 
10  cents  higher  during  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christ- 
mas holidays.  Producers  are  expected  to  respond  to 
anticipated  lower  production  costs  and  good  profits 
by  increasing  production  by  approximately  7  percent 
in  1978. 

U.S.  exports  of  poultry  meat  in  1977  achieved  a  4 
percent  gain  over  those  of  1976  despite  a  substantial 
decline  in  exports  to  the  Middle  East,  a  market  that 
had  expanded  greatly  in  1976.  While  poultry  meat 
exports  to  the  Middle  East,  principally  Iraq,  were 
down  about  25  percent  in  1977,  they  were  still  well 
above  those  of  any  year  prior  to  1976  and  were  more 
than  offset  by  increased  U.S.  exports  to  the  Far  East. 
U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  to  Japan  (leading  U.S. 
export  market).  Hong  Kong,  and  Singapore  all  regis- 
tered gains  in  1977.  U.S.  exports  to  Canada,  the 
No.  1  U.S.  market  in  1976,  declined  32  percent  in 
1977,  making  it  the  third  largest  market  behind  Japan 
and  Hong  Kong. 

U.S.  egg  production  in  1977  is  estimated  at  64.8 
billion,  about  the  same  as  in  1  976,  but  is  expected  to 
increase  about  1  percent  in  1978.  Production  in  the 
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first  half  of  1978  likely  will  rise  2  to  3  percent  as 
layer  numbers  going  into  1978  are  also  larger  than 
those  of  a  year  earlier  by  2  to  3  percent.  Both  egg 
production  and  layer  numbers  may  taper  off  during 
the  second  half  of  1978,  as  chicks  hatched  for  egg 
production  during  July-October  1977  were  down  2 
percent  and  eggs  in  incubators  on  November  1  were 
down  5  percent  from  year-earlier  levels. 

U.S.  exports  of  shell  eggs  and  egg  products  were 
up  sharply  in  1977,  from  449  million  eggs  in  1976  to 
840  million  shell  egg  equivalent  in  1977.  Imports  also 
jumped  from  38  million  eggs  in  1976  to  202  million 
in  1977,  largely  as  a  result  of  increased  imports  from 
Canada,  Mexico,  and  Israel.  Egg  prices  in  late  1977 
were  well  below  year-earlier  levels  and  are  expected 
to  be  moderately  below  1977  levels  during  much  of 
1978. 

EUROPEAN  COMMUNITY.  Poultry  meat  produc- 
tion is  estimated  to  have  increased  about  4  percent  in 
1977  over  the  1976  level.  Each  country,  except 
Ireland,  indicated  a  higher  output,  ranging  from  2 
percent  in  Belgium/Luxembourg,  the  Netherlands, 
and  the  United  Kingdom  to  5  percent  in  West 
Germany.  Turkey  meat  is  estimated  to  have  increased 
8  percent  and  broilers  3  percent  over  1976  levels. 

EC  poultry  meat  imports,  including  intra-EC  trade, 
in  1977  are  estimated  at  353,000  tons  and  exports  at 
539,000  tons,  which  represents  63  percent  and  59 
percent,  respectively,  of  trade  for  the  countries 
reviewed.  West  Germany,  which  imports  over  55 
percent  of  its  consumption,  was  the  largest  importer 
with  78  percent  of  EC  imports.  Although  West 
Germany  is  the  world's  leading  poultry  meat  im- 
porter, it  was  forced  by  intra-EC  competition  and  the 
economics  of  EC  trade  monetary  policy  to  increase 
its  exports.  The  Netherlands  was  the  largest  EC 
exporter  with  51  percent  of  EC  exports.  In  both 
cases,  the  bulk  of  the  trade  occurred  with  other  EC 
members.  EC  countries  also  export  to  other  West 
European  countries,  the  Middle  East,  the  Far  East, 
and  the  USSR,  among  others.  Such  exports,  except 
those  to  the  Far  East,  were  with  the  assistance  of 
substantial  export  subsidies. 

EC  egg  production  is  estimated  to  be  up  less  than 
2  percent  in  1977,  mostly  as  a  result  of  increases  in 
West  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  and  Italy  that  more 
than  offset  declines  in  four  other  EC  countries.  Egg 
production  in  1978  is  forecast  to  remain  about  equal 
to  the  1977  level,  with  no  substantial  increases  or 
decreases  projected  for  individual  member  countries. 
West  Germany  remains  the  major  EC  egg  importer,  as 
all  others  have  nearly  reached  self-sufficiency  in  egg 
production  or  are  exporting.  Most  West  German  egg 
imports  originate  in  other  EC  countries. 

The  Netherlands  and  Belgium  were  the  leading  EC 
egg  exporters  in  1977,  accounting  for  56  and  26 
percent,  respectively,  of  EC  member-country  exports. 


Again,  most  of  these  exports  went  to  other  EC 
countries. 

Changes  in  EC  Gate  Prices  and  Levies:  Gate  prices 
(theoretical  minimum  import  prices)  and  variable 
levies  arc  announced  quarterly  and  were  set  for  the 
current  quarter  on  February  1,  1978.  In  terms  of 
units  of  account,  gate  prices  have  declined  around  5 
percent  since  February  1,  1977,  and  variable  levies 
have  increased  around  43  percent.  However,  because 
of  appreciation  of  the  German  mark  and  depreciation 
of  the  U.S.  dollar,  in  terms  of  U.S.  dollar  equivalent 
in  Germany,  gate  prices  increased  around  9  percent 
and  variable  levies  increased  some  62  percent. 

Supplementary  levies,  which  are  designed  to 
equalize  the  difference  between  free-at-frontier  (c.i.f.) 
prices  and  gate  prices,  have  fluctuated  considerably 
during  the  past  year.  This  levy  may  be  changed  at  any 
time  and  becomes  effective  3  days  after  it  is 
announced.  It  has  been  applied  most  severely  to 
turkey  drumsticks  and,  as  of  February  1,  1978, 
amounted  to  40  units  of  account  per  100  kilograms, 
or  the  equivalent  in  Germany  of  US$0.60  per 
kilogram.  This  amount  plus  the  variable  levy  and  the 
monetary  compensatory  amount  resulted  in  total 
import  charges  on  turkey  drumsticks,  as  of  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1978,  of  $0.99  per  kilogram  or  around  145 
percent  ad  valorem. 

CANADA.  Poultry  meat  production  was  up  3 
percent  in  1977  and  is  forecast  to  rise  about  1 
percent  in  1978.  The  increase  in  1977  was  brought 
about  by  a  3  percent  gain  in  broiler  production  to 
338,000  tons  and  a  4  percent  increase  in  turkey  meat 
production  to  98,000  tons.  In  the  absence  of  a 
supply-management  program  for  chicken,  broiler  pro- 
duction is  expected  to  be  up  3  percent  in  1978,  while 
turkey  meat  production  is  expected  to  be  down 
about  5  percent. 

Canada  is  a  net  importer  of  poultry  meat— mostly 
from  the  United  States— with  imports  of  26,000  tons 
and  exports  of  2,000  tons  in  1  977.  After  a  tripling  of 
net  imports  of  poultry  meat  in  1976,  net  imports 
were  down  25  percent  in  1977.  Much  of  this  decline 
was  attributed  to  a  dropoff  in  turkey  imports  from 
7,000  to  2,000  tons  and  an  8  percent  decline  in 
chicken  imports  to  22,000  tons.  Although  chicken 
imports  were  down  slightly,  the  import  mix  changed 
in  1977  with  more  live  chicken  and  less  chicken  meat 
being  imported.  Poultry  meat  imports  in  1978  are 
forecast  to  decline  8  percent  from  the  1977  level, 
with  exports  remaining  about  the  same. 

Egg  production  in  Canada  was  up  5  percent  in 
1977  following  several  years  of  declines.  After  in- 
creases in  the  first  half  of  1978,  egg  production 
should  decline  in  the  second  half  because  of  Govern- 
ment-induced reductions  in  the  laying  flock,  thus 
resulting  in  little  change  for  the  year  as  a  whole. 
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Canada  has  remained  a  net  importer  of  eggs  since 
1975;  however,  net  imports  declined  considerably  in 
1977  as  exports  rose  substantially  and  imports  were 
down  slightly.  In  1978,  Canada  is  expected  to  remain 
a  net  importer,  but  that  position  will  continue  to 
decline  as  imports  are  forecast  to  be  up  4  percent  but 
exports  up  15  percent. 

In  the  policy  area,  Canada  maintains  national 
supply-management  programs  for  turke>^  table  eggs 
and  egg  products.  Since  these  require  production  and 
import  quotas,  they  affect  the  level  of  turkey  and  egg 
imports  from  the  United  States.  Canada  is  in  the 
process  of  trying  to  establish  a  similar  plan  for 
broilers.  If  implemented,  the  plan  would  probably 
involve  import  quotas  and  would  likely  affect  U.S. 
exports  of  chicken  to  Canada^  It  is  possible  that  this 
plan  could  become  effective  sometime  in  1978. 

JAPAN.  Poultry  meat  production  is  estimated  to 
have  increased  6  perecent  in  1977  over  that  of  1976. 
A  slight  decline  in  other  poultry  meat  production  was 
more  than  offset  by  a  7  percent  increase  in  broiler 
production.  A  further  gain  in  broiler  production  of  5 
percent  is  forecast  for  1978,  but  it  could  be  even 
higher  if  Japanese  consumers  are  willing  to  substitute 
more  chicken  for  fish  as  table  meat,  or  if  restricted 
use  of  antibiotics  in  feed  has  less  of  an  impact  than 
expected. 

Supported  by  strong  processing  demand,  Japan's 
imports  of  poultry  meat  in  1977  were  8  percent 
larger  than  in  1976,  and  the  United  States  supplied  a 
large  part  of  that  gain.  During  1977,  U.S.  exports  of 
poultry  meat  to  Japan  increased  from  24,489  tons  to 
32,650  tons,  a  33  percent  increase  with  exports  up  36 
percent  for  chicken  meat  but  down  27  percent  for 
turkey  meat. 

Despite  an  apparent  decline  in  per  household 
purchases  of  eggs,  Japanese  egg  production  is  esti- 
mated to  have  been  up  slightly  in  1977,  reflecting 
increased  consumption  by  confectioners  and  bakers. 
Only  a  slight  increase  in  egg  production  is  forecast  for 
1978. 

Imports  of  eggs  and  egg  products,  estimated  at 
1.3  billion  shell-egg  equivalent  in  1977,  make  Japan 
the  second  largest  egg  importer  among  the  countries 
reviewed,  although  still  far  behind  West  Germany. 
Substantial  increases  in  imports  of  liquid  egg  yolk  in 
1977  were  offset  by  declines  in  imports  of  other 
types  of  eggs.  The  increase  in  egg  yolk  imports,  of 


which  the  United  States  captured  a  substantial  share, 
reflects  a  steady  processing  demand  for  quality 
supplies  from  abroad. 

BRAZIL.  Broiler  production  has  expanded  rapidly 
in  the  past  few  years.  Production  in  1977,  estimated 
at  632,000  tons,  was  15  percent  greater  than  in  1976 
and  20  percent  greater  than  in  1975.  About  a  10 
percent  increase  is  forecast  for  1978.  The  most  rapid 
expansion  is  in  the  southern  states  where  corn  and 
soybean  production  is  concentrated. 

Poultry  meat  exports  climbed  from  25,000  tons  in 

1976  to  an  estimated  30,000  tons  in  1977.  As 
production  continues  to  increase,  subsidized  exports 
are  also  expected  to  mount.  The  growth  in  exports  in 

1977  amounted  to  about  9  percent  of  the  increase  in 
broiler  meat  production. 

Estimates  indicate  Brazilian  egg  production  rose 
about  3  percent  in  1977  to  6.3  billion  eggs  and  is 
expected  to  rise  an  additional  3  percent  in  1978. 
Trade  in  eggs  remains  negligible. 

USSR.  Following  a  7  percent  drop  in  1976, 
poultry  meat  production  is  estimated  to  have  gained 
about  14  percent  in  1977,  with  a  further  increase  of  8 
percent  forecast  for  1978.  Fowl  meat  production, 
which  accounts  for  65  percent  of  all  poultry  meat,  is 
estimated  to  have  climbed  1 1  percent  in  1977  and  to 
increase  6  percent  in  1978.  Although  broilers  and 
turkey  account  for  only  14  percent  and  1  percent 
each  of  total  poultry  meat  in  the  USSR,  production 
of  both  is  increasing  rapidly,  with  estimated  1977 
increases  of  21  percent  and  50  percent,  respectively. 
The  1978  forecast  is  for  increases  of  20  percent  and 
33  percent  each. 

MIDDLE  EAST.  Both  production  and  imports  of 
poultry  and  poultry  products  continue  to  expand  in 
most  Mideastern  countries.  Heavy  expenditures  are 
being  made  to  develop  modern  breeding  and  produc- 
tion facilities  for  eggs  and  broilers  and  results  are 
being  seen.  (See  January  1977  circular,  FPE  1-77  for 
developments  in  Iran  and  August  1977  circular,  FPE 
4-77  for  a  discussion  of  developments  in  Egypt.) 
Parallel,  and  in  conjunction  with  these  production 
developments,  imports  of  both  poultry  meat  and  eggs 
are  increasing.  With  consumption  growing  and  im- 
proved internal  distribution,  larger  quantities  of  these 
products  can  be  more  efficiently  imported  and 
handled  in  this  market  area.

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U.S.  POULTRY  AND  EGG  EXPORTS 

AT  RECORD  HIGH  IN  1977,  IMPORTS  JUMP 


U.S.  exports  of  poultry  and  eggs  set  another  record  in 
1977.  as  Japan  replaced  Canada  as  the  largest  U.S.  poultry 
and  egg  export  market. 

U.S.  exports  of  live  poultry,  poultry  meat,  eggs  and  egg 
products  reached  $283  million  in  1977  13  percent  more 
than  in  1976  and  almost  three  times  the  1970-74  average 
value.  Poultry  meat  exports,  at  $186.3  million,  accounted 
for  66  percent  of  the  total  value,  with  the  remaining  export 
value  made  up  of  eggs  and  egg  products  (23  percent)  and 
live  poultry,  mostly  baby  chicks,  (1 1  percent).  The  largest 
increase  in  exports  was  for  eggs  and  egg  products  with  a  66 
percent  gain;  exports  of  poultry  meat  were  up  around  3 
percent,  while  exports  of  live  poultry  declined  slightly. 

The  five  top  markets  for  U.S.  poultry  in  1977  were  Japan, 
Canada,  Hong  Kong,  West  Germany,  and  Iraq.  These  five 
led  in  1976  also,  but  in  slightly  different  order  Japan 
replaced  Canada  in  first  place  and  Iraq  fell  from  third  to 
fifth  position.  The  share  of  U.S.  poultry  exports  taken  by 
these  countries  dropped  from  59  percent  in  1976  to  53  per- 
cent in  1977,  indicating  a  continued  diversification  to  and 
expansion  of  smaller  markets. 

Exports  to  Mexico,  for  example,  reached  $7.0  million, 
with  exports  to  Venezuela  and  Nigeria  (both  rising  drama- 
tically) at  slightly  over  $6  million  each. 

On  a  regional  basis,  Asia  and  Oceania  ranked  first  with 
41  percent  of  U.S.  poultry  exports,  followed  by  North 
America  (29  percent)  and  Europe  (15  percent).  Of  the 
remaining  exports,  8  percent  went  to  South  America  and  7 
percent  to  Africa. 

The  value  of  U.S.  imports  of  poultry  and  eggs  in  1977 
jumped  74  percent  to  $11.9  million.  Canada  and  France 
were,  as  usual,  the  largest  exporters  to  the  United  States, 
supplying  68  percent,  respectively,  of  the  value  of  all  U.S. 
poultry  and  egg  imports  in  1977. 


EXPORTS 

Poultry  Meat 

Of  poultry  meat  exported  in  1977,  77  percent  was 
chicken  meat,  15  percent  was  turkey  meat,  6.2  percent  was 
other  fresh  or  frozen  poultry,  poultry  livers,  and  poultry 
specialties,  and  1.8  percent  was  canned  poultry.  By  far  the 
most  important  export  item  was  broilers,  with  a  total 
export  value  of  $129.1  million.  Of  this  amount,  parts 
accounted  for  $76.4  million  and  whole  broilers  for  $52.7 
million. 

Exports  of  broiler  parts  grew  faster  than  those  of  whole 
broilers  in  1977 — up  15  percent  over  1976  exports, 
compared  with  a  6-percent  gain  for  whole  broilers.  Japan 
and  the  French  Pacific  Islands  continued  to  be  the  largest 
markets  for  U.S.  broiler  parts,  taking  34  percent  and  18 
percent,  respectively,  for  a  combined  total  of  52  percent  of 
all  U.S.  broiler  parts  exported  in  1977.  Exports  to  Japan 
were  up  28  percent  over  those  of  1976.  Other  substantial 
importers  were  Singapore,  Jamaica,  the  Netherlands 
Antilles,  and  the  Leeward-Windward  Islands. 

The  Middle  East,  especially  Iraq,  continued  to  be  the 
largest  market  for  U.S.  whole  broilers.  Sales  to  Iraq, 
although  down  from  $28.6  million  in  1976  to  $14.6  million 
in  1977,  represented  28  percent  of  U.S.  whole  broiler 
exports  in  1977,  Iraq  was  followed  by  Canada,  Mexico, 
Venezuela,  and  Japan  as  markets  for  U.S.  whole  broilers  in 
1977. 

U.S.  exports  of  meat  from  fowl  continued  to  increase;  the 
value  of  such  exports  in  1 977  was  42  percent  greater  than  in 
1976  and  almost  20  times  the  1970-74  average.  Fowl 
exports  in  1977  represented  7.7  percent  of  total  poultry 
meat  exports.  Japan  and  Canada  continued  to  be  the 


principal  purchasers,  taking  75  percent  of  U.S.  exports. 

The  value  of  turkey  meat  exports  declined  30  percent  in 
1977  from  the  1976  level,  reversing  the  trend  of  most  other 
poultry  products.  Turkey  parts  were  off  20  percent,  while 
whole  turkey  exports  dropped  52  percent.  The  largest 
declines  in  sales  of  both  whole  turkey  and  turkey  parts  were 
to  the  European  Community  and  Canada.  Africa  is  the 
only  region  to  which  exports  of  U.S.  turkey  parts  increased 
in  1977  (mostly  to  Nigeria  and  Togo).  Although  turkey  part 
exports  to  the  EC  were  off  26  percent  in  1977,  they  still 
represented  62  percent  of  U.S.  turkey  part  exports. 

EC  import  levies,  no  doubt,  played  a  large  part  in  reduc- 
ing imports  of  turkey  parts  in  1977.  For  example,  total 
import  charges  in  Germany  at  times  during  1977  were  as 
high  as  $1.19  per  kilogram  on  turkey  thighs  and  $0.79  per 
kilogram  on  drumsticks,  which  amounted  to  the  as  valorem 
equivalent  of  94  percent  on  thighs  and  153  percent  on 
drumsticks.  Besides  the  import  levies,  that  limit  U.S.  sales 
to  the  EC,  EC  export  subsidies,  especially  for  broilers, 
intensify  competion  for  U.S.  products  in  the  Middle  East, 
the  USSR,  and  other  West  European  countries. 

U.S.  exports  of  poultry  specialties  rose  68  percent  in 
value  and  canned  poultry  meats,  13  percent,  but  those  of 
poultry  livers  declined  46  percent.  Canada  was  the  princi- 
pal market  for  canned  poultry  and  poultry  specialties;  the 
largest  market  for  poultry  livers  was  the  EC — mostly  West 
Germany.  This  category  represented  only  4  percent  of  the 
value  of  all  poultry  meat  exports  in  1977. 

Eggs  and  Egg  Products 

Exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  registered  the  largest 
increase  of  any  of  the  poultry  categories,  66  percent  above 
1976  exports  and  more  than  three  time  the  1970-74  average. 
At  $65.7  million,  exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  in  1977 
represented  23  percent  of  total  U.S.  poultry  and  egg 
exports.  With  a  value  of  $43.2  million,  shell  eggs  made  up 
66  percent  of  the  export  value  of  all  eggs  and  egg  products. 
By  value,  about  55  percent  of  shell  egg  exports  were  for 
hatching,  45  percent  for  consumption.  However,  exports  of 
eggs  for  consumption  showed  the  greatest  increase,  2.3 
times  the  1976  export  value. 

The  most  important  markets  for  table  eggs  were  Hong 
Kong,  South  America  (mostly  Venezuela),  and  Canada,  the 
latter  dropping  from  first  place  in  1976  to  third  in  1977. 
However,  Canada  continued  to  be  by  far  the  largest  export 
market  for  U.S.  hatching  eggs,  taking  $12.4  million  worth, 
or  5 1  percent  of  the  export  value  of  all  U.S.  hatching  eggs  in 
1977.  Other  substantial  importers  of  hatching  eggs  in  order 
of  importance  were  Jamaica,  Trinidad-Tobago,  Guyana, 
and  Argentina. 

The  export  value  of  dried  and  frozen  eggs  jumped  more 
than  200  percent  in  1977,  following  a  drop  of  41  percent  in 
1976.  Japan,  Switzerland,  and  West  Germany  were  the 
principal  buyers  of  dried  eggs  Japan  took  78  percent  of  all 
U.S.  frozen  egg  exports  or  $6.6  million  in  1977,  compared 
with  $300,000  in  1976  and  $4.0  million  in  1975.  Egg 
albumin  exports  soared  163  percent  toS6.9  million  in  1977. 


Live  Poultry 

Live  poultry  exports,  valued  at  $31.2  million  in  1977, 
were  a  hair  below  the  $31.3  million  exported  in  1976.  Baby 
chicks  and  turkey  poults  represented  76  percent  and  2 
percent,  respectively,  of  live  poultry  exports,  with  other  live 
poultry  accounting  for  the  remaining  22  percent.  A  5  per- 
cent gain  in  baby  chick  exports  was  offset  by  losses  in 
exports  of  turkey  poults  and  other  live  poultry. 

The  market  for  baby  chicks  was  more  diverse  than  for 
any  other  poultry  item.  Although  Asia  and  Oceania  (as  a 
region)  and  North  America  (Canada,  Central  America,  and 
the  Caribbean)  were  the  largest  importers  of  U.S.  baby 
chicks,  with  64  percent  of  U.S.  exports.  South  America  and 
Europe  were  also  substantial  importers.  The  principal 
importing  countries,  arranged  by  order  of  importance, 
were  Japan,  Canada,  Mexico,  Brazil,  Spain,  and 
Venezuela,  with  the  value  of  U.S.  baby  chicks  exported  to 
each  country  ranging  from  $1.2  million  to  $3.7  million. 
U.S.  turkey  poults  and  other  live  poultry  exports  were 
principally  to  Canada. 

IMPORTS 

U.S.  imports  of  poultry  and  poultry  and  egg  products, 
with  a  total  value  of  $1 1.9  million  in  1977,  were  74  percent 
larger  than  in  1976,  but  still  only  4  percent  of  the  value  of 
U.S.  poultry  and  eggs  exports. 

The  principal  imports  were  shell  eggs  and  baby  chicks, 
comprising  50  percent  and  23  percent,  respectively,  of  U.S. 
poultry  and  eggs  imports  in  1977.  Canada  supplied  58  per- 
cent of  the  shell  eggs  and  of  the  baby  chick  imports. 

The  only  other  substantial  imports  were  prepared  or  pre- 
served poultry  meats  and  goose  liver.  Prepared  or  pre- 
served poultry  meat,  largely  from  Canada,  was  10  percent 
of  total  U.S.  poultry  imports;  goose  liver  paste,  almost 
exclusively  from  France,  was  9  percent  of  the  total. 

OUTLOOK 

Although  the  pace  of  exports  in  the  early  months  of  1978 
may  not  equal  that  of  the  same  period  in  1977,  the  outlook 
is  for  another  good  year  for  U.S.  poultry  and  egg  exports  in 
1978.  Trade  to  countries  and  areas  will  vary  depending 
upon  such  factors  as  the  speed  and/  or  level  of  expansion  in 
their  economy,  availability  of  foreign  exchange,  and  avila- 
bility  of  competing  products.  Total  world  trade  in  all  likeli- 
hood will  continue  to  grow,  and  the  United  States  is 
expected  to  again  increase  its  share  of  the  export  market — 
especially  in  the  Middle  East  and  Far  East. 

Continued  strong  competion,  however,  is  expected  from 
the  EC  countries,  as  there  is  no  indication  that  their  export 
subsidies  are  likely  to  be  reduced.  The  current  subsidy  on 
whole  broilers  is  set  at  15  units  of  account  per  100 
kilograms — the  U.S.  dollar  equivalent  ranges  from  $0. 1 4  to 
$0.26  per  kilogram,  depending  upon  which  country  in  the 
EC  is  exporting.

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WORLD  POULTRY  MEAT  AND  EGG  PRODUCTION 
FORECAST  TO  INCREASE  IN  1978 

Preliminary  forecasts  for  poultry  meat  production  in  38  of  the  world's 
larger  producing  and/or  consuming  nations  indicate  that  the  total  will  rise 
a  little  over  5  percent  in  1978.     International  trade  in  poultry  meat  will 
increase  slightly. 

Broiler  and  turkey  production  are  forecast  to  show  gains  of  6.4  and  5 
percent  respectively,  with  production  of  meat  from  fowl  expected  to  rise  a 
little  over  1  percent.     Relatively  lower  feed  grain  prices  and  higher  broiler 
prices  have  tended  to  encourage  production. 

The  United  States,   the  European  Community,  Japan,  and  Spain  are  expected  to 
account  for  70  percent  of  the  broiler  production,  of  which  slightly  over 
half   (38  percent)  is  in  the  United  States.     Turkey  production  is  even  more 
concentrated  with  57  percent  in  the  United  States  and  29  percent  in  the  EC. 

World  trade  in  poultry  meat — dominated  by  the  European  Community,  the  United 
States  and  Hungary — continues  to  be  mainly  in  broilers  and  turkeys.     Of  the 
950,000  tons  1/  of  poultry  meat  expected  to  be  exported  in  1978,  538,000 
tons  are  expected  to  be  from  the  EC,  195,000  tons  from  the  United  States  and 
115,000  tons  from  Hungary.     About  two-thirds  of  EC  broiler  exports  is  trade 
within  the  EC,  with  shipments  to  almost  all  non-EC  countries  moving  with 
sizable  export  subsidies. 

Egg  production  in  1978  is  forecast  at  323.6  billion  eggs,  2  percent  more 
than  in  1977.     Increases  are  forecast  for  all  regions  except  non-EC  West 
European  countries,  where  production  is  expected  to  decline  about  1  percent. 
For  other  regions,  production  gains  are  expected  to  range  from  1  percent  in 
South  America  to  3.2  percent  in  the  USSR. 

The  United  States,  the  EC,  and  the  Soviet  Union  each  produced  about  20  percent 
of  the  total  in  1977  and  will  approximate  that  in  1978.

Egg  exports  by  the  38  countries  are  estimated  to  have  jumped  16 
percent  In  1977  with  another  4  percent  increase  forecast  for  1978.  The 
EC  and  East  European  countries  were  the  largest  exporters,  accounting 
for  58  percent  and  14  percent  respectively  of  1977  exports  by  the  38 
countries.     The  United  States,  with  7  percent  of  the  total,  showed  the 
greatest  relative  gain—in  1977--?8  percent  with  a  40.  percent  increase 
expected  in  1978. 

International  trade  in  poultry  meat  and  eggs  should  continue  to  expand 
in  1978,  largely  because  of  larger  imports  by  Far  Eastern  and  Mid  Eastern 
countries.     Currently,  the  United  States  has  the  larger  share  of  the  Far 
Eastern  market  while  the  EC  predominates  in  the  Middle  East. 

MAJOR  PRODUCING  COUNTRIES 

UNITED  STATES.     Broiler  production  is  estimated  to  rise  about  8  percent 
in  1978.     Strong  broiler  prices,  the  result  of  expected  lower  red  meat 
supplies,  are  likely  to  offset  any  rise  in  feed  costs. 

The  forecast  for  turkey  meat  production  in  1978  is  for  a  6  percent  gain. 
Much  of  the  increase  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  has  been  because 
of  heavier  marketing  weights,  a  result  of  a  shift  from  light  breeds  to 
heavy  breeds.     This  trend  is  expected  to  continue.     Turkey  prices  have 
been  strong  this  year  as  a  result  of  low  cold-storage  turkey  stocks  and 
rising  red  meat  prices. 

A  slight  increase  is  expected  in  egg  production  this  year  as  strong 
production  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  will  more  than  offset  an  ex- 
pected decline  during  the  second  half. 

U.S.  export  of  poultry  meat  are  forecast  to  increase  3  percent  in 
1978.     Exports  were  up  10  percent  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  but 
are  expected  to  level  off  during  the  second  half.     During  the  first  half, 
exports  gained  to  the  Far  East,  Africa  (mostly  Nigeria  and  Egypt),  the 
Caribbean  and  South  America  (mostly  Venezuela) ;  sales  to  the  Middle  East 
and  Canada  declined. 

U.S.  exports  of  shell  eggs  are  forecast  to  rise  40  percent  in  1978. 
During  the  first  half  of  1978  hatching  eggs  exports  mounted  19  percent 
while  export  of  table  eggs  rose  53  percent.  The  principal  markets  for 
hatching  eggs  were  Canada,  the  Caribbean  and  South  America;  table  eggs 
moved  more  to  the  EC,  Middle  East,  and  Far  East. 

EUROPEAN  COMMUNITY.     A  3  percent  growth  in  both  poultry  meat  and  egg 
production  is  estimated  for  1978.     Poultry  meat  output  is  expected  to  in- 
crease in  all  the  member  countries  with  the  exception  of  the  Netherlands 
and  Ireland.     Egg  production  is  expected  to  rise  in  France,  West  Germany, 
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Italy  and  the  Netherlands,  with  production  in  other  EC  countries  expected 
to  remain  at  the  1977  level. 

EC  poultry  meat  imports,  including  intra-EC  trade,  in  1978  are  estimated 
at  347,000  tons  and  exports  at  538,000  tons.     These  levels  represent  60 
percent  of  the  imports  and  57  percent  of  the  exports  by  the  38  countries. 
West  Germany,  which  customarily  imports  nearly  half  of  its  consumption, 
is  the  largest  importer,  accounting  for  80  percent  of  EC  imports;  the 
Netherland,  the  largest  EC  exporter,  ships  over  45  percent  of  the  EC 
total. 

A  smaller  part  of  EC  trade  is  with  third  countries  including  other 
European  countries,  the  Middle  East,  and  the  USSR.     Most  of  these  exports 
move  with  the  assistance  of  substantial  export  subsidies — currently  22  u.a./ 
100  kilogram,  or  36  U.S.  cents  per  kg  for  West  German  exports  and  33  cents 
per  kg  for  Dutch  and  Danish. 

The  Netherlands  and  Belgium/Luxembourg  are  the  world's  largest  egg 
exporters,  respresenting  32  and  14  percent  respectively  of  the  38-country 
export  total.     These  shares  should  change  just  slightly  in  1978.  The 
forecast  for  1978  indicates  that  exports  from  Belgium/ Luxembourg  will 
decline  while  those  from  the  Netherlands  will  increase.     Both  countries  ship 
largely  within  the  EC.     During  the  first  half  of  1978,  90  percent  of  Dutch 
egg  exports  went  to  other  EC  countries,  mostly  to  West  Germany,  up  from 
81  percent  during  the  first  half  of  1977. 

The  EC  has  substantial  import  restrictions.     They  include  gate  prices 
(theoretical  minimum  import  prices)  and  variable  levies.     These  are 
announced  quarterly  —  on  August  1  for  this  quarter.     In  terms  of  units  of 
account,  gate  prices  have  declined  about  2  percent  since  August  1,  1977. 
while  variable  levies  have  increased  about  12  percent.     However,  because 
of  the  appreciation  in  value  of  the  German  mark  and  depreciation  of  the 
U.S.  dollar,  in  terms  of  equivalent  U.S.  dollars  in  Germany,  gate  prices 
increased  around  10  percent  and  variable  levies  28  percent. 

Supplementary  levies  —  which  are  designed  to  equalize  the  difference 
between  f ree-at-f rontier  (c.i.f.)  prices  and  gate  prices  —  have  fluctuated 
considerably  during  the  past  year.     This  levy  may  be  changed  at  any  time 
and  becomes  effective  3  days  after  it  is  announced.     It  has  been  applied 
most  severely  to  turkey  drumsticks,  an  important  import  from  the  United 
States,  and  currently  amounts  to  40  units  of  account  per  100  kilograms  for 
that  item.     In  Germany,  this  is  the  equivalent  of  62  cents  per  kilogram, 
and  it,  plus  the  variable  levy  and  the  monetary  compensatory  amount,  bring 
the  total  import  charges  on  turkey  drumsticks  to  $1.00  per  kilogram, 
around  156  percent  of  the  N.Y.  wholesale  price. 

CANADA.     Poultry  meat  production  is  forecast  to  rise  about  2  percent  in 
1978.     Broiler  production  is  expected  to  be  up  4  percent  while  turkey 
meat  production  is  expected  to  be  down  about  8  percent. 
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Egg  production  in  1978  should  Increase  about  3  percent  since  gains  in 
the  first  half  of  1978  will  not  be  completely  offset  by  lower  production 
resulting  from  Government-induced  reductions  in  the  laying  flock  in  the 
second  half. 

Canada  has  always  been  a  net  importer  of  poultry  meat  and  usually  of 
eggs.     In  1978,  Canada  is  expected  to  remain  a  net  importer  for  each, 
but  by  a  lesser  amount;  imports  of  poultry  meat  are  forecast  to  fall  and 
exports  remain  the  same,  while  imports  of  eggs  are  forecast  to  be  up  only 
4  percent  with  exports  rising  46  percent. 

Production  and  trade  in  Canada  is  strongly  affected  by  national  supply- 
management  programs  for  turkey,  and  table  eggs  and  egg  products.  These 
programs  include  production  and  import  quotas  and  affect  the  level  of 
turkey  and  egg  imports  from  the  United  States.    Canada  is  in  the  process 
of  trying  to  establish  a  similar  plan  for  broilers  which,  if  implemented, 
would  adversely  affect  U.S.  exports  of  broilers  to  Canada.    While  it  is 
possible  that  this  plan  could  become  effective  some  time  in  1978,  it  is 
not  likely  to  have  much  effect  on  trade  this  year. 

JAPAN.  Broiler  production  is  forecast  to  increase  5  percent,  with  only 
a  slight  gain  in  egg  output. 

Japan's  poultry  meat  imports  should  rise  in  1978.    Those  from  the 
United  States  were  6  percent  greater  during  the  first  8  months  of  1978 
compared  with  the  same  period  in  1977.    Total  imports  in  1978  are  forecast 
to  increase  around  11  percent,  because  of  some  substitution  of  chicken  for 
fish. 

Imports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  —  much  of  the  latter  for  further 
processing  —  are  forecast  at  2.0  billion  shell-egg  equivalent  in  1978, 
making  Japan  the  second  largest  egg  importer  among  the  countries  reviewed. 

BRAZIL.    Broiler  production  has  expanded  rapidly  in  the  past  few  years 
but  should  rise  only  7  percent  in  1978.     The  most  rapid  expansion  continues 
in  the  southern  states  where  corn  and  soybean  production  is  concentrated. 

Poultry  meat  exports  are  forecast  at  40,000  tons  in  1978,  double  the 
1976  volume.     Both  production  and  exports,  which  are  subsidized,  are  ex- 
pected to  mount  in  future  years.     Estimates  indicate  Brazilian  egg  produc- 
tion should  rise  2  percent  in  1978;  trade  in  eggs  remains  negligible. 

USSR.     A  gain  of  9  percent  in  Soviet  poultry  meat  production  is  forecast 
for  1978.    Meat  from  spent  layers  accounts  for  about  two-thirds  of  all 
poultry  meat  produced,  but  broiler  production  is  growing  rapidly.  Fowl 
production  should  increase  moderately  in  1978;  broiler  production  should 
jump  approximately  25  percent.

Egg  production  in  the  USSR  is  sizable,  and  accounts  for  about  20 
percent  of  the  38-country  total.    A  3  percent  gain  is  forecast  for  1978. 

MIDDLE  EAST.     Both  production  and  imports  of  poultry  and  poultry 
products  continue  to  expand  in  most  Mideastern  countries.     Heavy  ex- 
penditures are  being  made  to  develop  modern  breeding  and  production  facil- 
ities for  both  eggs  and  broilers,  and  these  facilities  are  increasingly 
coming  into  production.     Parallel  to     and  in  conjunction  with  these 
production  developments,  imports  of  both  poultry  meat  and  eggs  are  rising. 
With  per  capita  consumption  growing  and  improved  internal  distribution 
reaching  a  greater  percentage  of  the  people,  larger  quantities  of  these 
products  can  be  more  efficiently  imported  and  handled  in  this  market  area. 

OTHER  COUNTRIES.     Other  principal  poultry-producing  regions  are  the 
East  European  countries  and  the  non-EC  West  European  countries.  These 
regions  account  for  around  9  and  7  percent,  respectively,  of  the  poultry 
meat  production  in  the  38  countries.    Production  in  each  is  forecast  to 
increase  4  percent  and  6  percent  respectively  in  1978. 

For  eggs,  these  regions  produce  around  11  percent  and  7  percent  respec- 
tively of  the  38  country  total.     While  both  regions  increased  production 
slightly  in  1977,  the  1978  forecast  is  for  a  2  percent  increase  in  the 
East  European  countries,  but  a  slight  decline  in  the  non-EC  Western 
European  countries.
